Federal-Health =~ +: 
Grant For .. . 
Kincaid Hospital 


OTTAWA.—A grant of $10,500 
has been approved for Saskatche- 
wan, under terms of the National 
Health Program, to assist in con- 
struction of a new hospital at Kin- 
caid, Sask., it was announced by 
Hon. Paul Martin, federal health 
minister. 


Mr. Martin said that the grant 
would enable Kincaid Union Hos- 
pital District to complete a single- 
storey frame and stucco structure, 
with full basement, to provide 
eight active treatment’ beds, five 
nurses’ beds and space for com- 
‘munity health work. There will be 
related facilities for case room, op- 
erating room, x-ray’ and clinical 
laboratory, sterilizing and dietetic 
service and laundry. | 

The minister noted that the new 
hospital will replace former un-|. 
satisfactory accommodation in a 
two-storey structure which has 
been condemned by provincial 
health authorities. It will serve the 
rural municipality. of Pinto Creek, 
including the villages of Kincaid, 
Mayronne and Hazenmore, with a 
combined population of 1,356.

berta, 1949, and amendments, is issued.”

1. Fertilizer value from stubble of a thirty bushel crop is 
equal, to $2.40 per acre. 

2. Incorporation’ of stubble into Top Soil prevents wind 
and water erosion. : 


3. ire can easily get out of hand from stubble to grass 
lands. 


4. Loss of trées from natural ‘bluffs from Fire running 
through them is great. 


Fire permits will only be issued to farmers wpon in- 
vestigation by the personnel of the Service Board and only 
then after ‘trial has shown that stubble cannot be handled 
with farm implements.
